THE POLYGAMY PROBLKH. 


Arthur L. Thomas, Secretary of Utah 


Territory, and Phillip T. Van Zile, 
United District Attorney antf ex-offloio 
Attorney-General of Utah, are in Wash- 
ington to, confer with Congressmen 
relative to supplemental legislation nec- 
essary to the suppression of polygamy. 
,They have taken no stock apparently in 
the efficacy of the Edmunds bill. It 
works very well, so far as it goes, bat it 
is not radical enough to suit the Gentile 
•population. 
Whan asked as to the. 


working of the Edmunds bill, Van Zile 


, said it would probably work out the 
problem in the course of time, but it 
•would be a hundred | years, or a very 
long time. The plan favored is that for 
providing a Council —something like 
that which was applied successfully in 
Louisiana, when the latter was a Terri- 
tory. This feature was embraced in 
Willetts' bill, introduced at the last ses- 
sion, und now before the Judiciary 
Committee. As Willets* bill is being 
drafted, the text of the bill is not yet 
agreed upon, but is being considered by 
a conference of the Utah Delegation. It 
will provide for a council, and correct 
in detail the existing errors and evils of 
the Edinunus law, 
now in operation. It 


is time that the Government mads some 
vigorous measures to suppress this in- 
stitution. We cannot expect that it is 
to disappear at once, but radical action 
on the part of tlie Government will do 
it eventually if not immediately. 
That 


such an institution bhould be in exist- 
ence to-day in n nation that hns reason 
Kio 1}oast of its rapid progress in civiliza- 
tion, of the abolition of the system of 
human slavery and the gradual eradica- 
tion of many other evils, which have 
lifted it from an inferior positiou'among 
the nations of the earth to an exalted 
place among its great powers, is a fact 
to be deprecated. Many have professed 
to believe that the tendency ol Mor- 
momsru was such that if left alone it 
would gradually die out, but the facls 
piove the contrary. The system has 
been left alone, in a sense, by the Gov- 
ernment, ever since Us seeds weie first 
planted in the nation, and it is stronger 
to-day than ever before. Every year 
sees large accessions .to the Mormon 
community.

The National Federation of Labor 


Unions has adopted an address to the 
Trades Unions and the Labor Assem- 
blies in the United States congratulat- 
ing the workmen of the United States 
on the greatest power conferred on any 
body of civilized men, the law-making 
power of fifty million of freemen. 
The 


Federation has voluntarily stepped fcn- 
ward to arbitrate between the poor and 
tha rich in the unequal contest which 
has so long been going on between thor- 
oughly organized capitalists and the 
poorly organized laborers. 


A jury has been secured and the sec- 


ond Stai Route trial is now in progress. 
"Let no guilty man escape." Public 
sentiment is strong that a conviction is 
sure to follow this second trial, aud the 
counsel for the government express the 
utmost confidence that such will be the 
result. The goveinmcnt counsel aver 
that they have additional and exceed- 
ingly important testimony of a most 
convincing character to offer.

There are nearly ten thousand packages 
enumerated, and they embrace some 
thirty thousand distinct articles. These 
are of every imaginable character'possi- 
ble to carriage through the mails, an 
include cigars, watches, shirte, caps, 
stationery, mats, hardware, ribbons, 
perfumes, toys, oiled clothing, dress 
Baits, foul linen, soiled flannels, hair 
combinga, corsets, coins, greenbacks, 
foreign bank notes, over three thousand 
books, from a volume^ of the British 
JSnoyclopoedia to the Key to Heaven; 
wigs, medicines, spoons, type, musical 
instruments, paintings, cloaks, furs, 
scales, jewels, ginger, pepper, razors, 
hammocks, tools, clocks, wall paper, 
liver pads, microscopes, cow milkers, 
electrical machines, coral, wax, lamps, 
printing material, feathers, etc., to the 
end of a long chapter, Tha curious 
part of the matter resides in the fact 
that the law permits the sender of any 
mailable letter or parcel to write his 
name and address on the envelope or 
wrapper. If the patrons of the mails 
had availed themselves of this privilege 
at least 90 per cent, of the articles in- 
cluded in this catilogue would have 
been restored to the owners, provided 
they were willing to pay the return 
postage. It is hard to believe that any 
one in this day and age, capable of di- 
recting and mailing a parcel, can be so 
ignorant or negligent as to fail to avail 
of this privilege.

Saturn pursues th« even teno 
ot his way high up among the stars 
Mars shows a throb of life as he arrive 
at conjunction with the sun, and gives 
promise of sometime reaching apposi 
tion, when his tiny moon will come into 
view. Mercury is busy enough to de 
serve the title of messenger of the gods 
The conjunction of Venus, Mercury am 
Mars with the sun and with each othei 
shows how near they are to the greai 
luminary and how early their tracks 
touch upon each other.

neighbor the moon tries to prove tha 
she is not a member of the dead-work 
brotherhood to which she has been 
ruthlessly consigned.

that there are evidences of movement in 
the lunar disc. This keen-eyed, reliable 
observer has seen lunar landscapes los 
their distinctness as if light clouds were 
floating over them and two of the grea 
craters illumined with a rare vapo;

The only changes 
were in the record of Ten Broeck o 
2 •49%, 8 years, 90 pounds, at Mon- 
mouth Park, Sept. 9, 1875, which was 
lowered this.season by Ben d'Or, 4 years, 
who carried 125 pounds, in 2.49. This 
was truly a great performance, and was 
made early in the sauson. Glidelia, the 
the chestnut Bonnie Scotland mare, has 
reduced the 1 '.£ mile record of 3:01%, 
made Aug. G, 1881, with 124 pounds. 
Glidelia went the distance with 116 
pounds in 3:01. 
The best of all was the 


lowering of the 3-mile record of Thora 
by Linda Stanhope. 
Thora went three 


miles last year with 99 pounds in 5:25%, 
while Linda Stanhope, carrying 102 
pounds, made a record of 5.25. Eleven 
new horses joined the 2.20 class.
